WHEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
Stato of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an nllotment made by 
tho Military Board, were lately siczed by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of do- 
posit in Mayfield: and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Militar} - Board having passed tho following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1801. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley — 

Renolved, That his Excellency, tho Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as ho may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public aruu 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth <5f Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to tho 
Judge of the Country Court of tho county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort: and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such citizens in good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au^ 
thorities of the State; at the same time warning 
all concerned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

A MESSACE FKoM THE II. R. 
Was received by Mr. Lyne. Assistant Clerk, 
announcing the passage of a bill which 
originated in that House. entitled, "an act to 
prohibit and prevent rebellion by the citi- 
zens of Kentucky and others of this Slate. 

The rules were suspended, and said bill 
was taken up and read as follows, viz: 

{J 1. He it tnartetl b$ the General Ao um b h l of 
the ComiiioHtcmlth of Keutm l://, That any citizen 
of this Stato who, as a soldier or officer of the 
army of the so-called Confederate States, and as 
part of an armed force, shall invade this Slate to 
make war upou it, shall be deemed guilty of 
felony, and upon conviction in any court having 
jurisdiction thereof, shall be confined in the pen- 
itentiary for any period of not less than one nor 
more than ten years at the discretion of the jury. 

g 2. Any person who shall, within the limits of 
this State, persudc or induce any person to enlist, 
or take service in the army of the so-called Con- 
federate States, and the person so persuaded or 
induced docs enlist or take service in the same, 
shall be guilty of a high misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, and Imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months. 

-J :S. This act shall take efTect in twenty days 
after its passage. 

Mr. DeIIAVEN moved that the bill be 
printed and referred to the committee on 
Federal Relations with instructions to report 
to-morrow at 1 1 o'clock : negatived. 

The 2d and 3d readings of the bill were 
dispensed with and it was passed bv the fol- 
lowing vote vie

HILLS REPORTED. 

Mr. ANDREWS— Judiciary— Made a re- 
port in relation to I he direct tax imposed by 
Congress, and asked leave to be discharged 
from its further consideration I granted — 
yeas, 67 ; nays, 10. 

Said report reads as follows : 

The Judiciary committee, to whom was referred, 
"leave to bring in a bill to take the senso of tho 
people ol Keu.ueky at a special election, to be 
held on the 1st Monday in December next, as to 
whether the State should pay her proportion 
($716,5951 of the direct tax, assessed by the Con- 
gress of the United States," have had the same 
under consideration, aud ask to bo discharged from 
tho farther consideration of the leave, because 
the proposition involved in the "leave to bring in 
the bill" proposes to submit to the people of Ken- 
tucky, whether they shall or shall not pay their 
pioportion of a lax levied by theCongress of the 
L'nited States, and levied in the exercise of an 
uiofucittiouable eoiwtitutionol jiotct r; and whatever 
difference of opinion may exist in tbe minds of 
eo,ualy honest men as to the policy and propriety 
ol Congress resorting to the exercise of the power, 
the legal and constitutional question remains tho 
saino. In the opinion of this committee it is not 
in the power of the Legislature, either to abro- 
galc, enlarge, or limit, any direct grants of power 
found in the National Constitution; nor can they 
by any constitutional aet authorize the people of 
Kentucky to do so, as long as Kentucky remains 
a constituent part of the United States GrOTOni- 
ment. Such can only be done by the modes pre- 
scribed by the Constitution of the United States, 
anil the mode proposed by tho "leave" is not one 
of those. 

And the committee have been unable to come to 
tho conclusion that Congress has transcended any 
of its powers in the imposition of the tax rcferrcu 
to, hut be this as it may, that question is ono to 
be settled alone by t!i urls and not by the Leg- 
islature. 

And tho question may now be asked, has not 
the conduct of thoso who complain of this tax, 
an,l that of those with whom they propose to co- 
operate, rendered the legislature, imposing this 
tax, necessary to protect the Union from the as- 
sault made upon it by tho seceded States, whose 
army is at this moment in sight of, aud belea- 
guering tbe national capital, and threatening the 
existence and security of tho national archives. 
Aud again, because Kentucky herself, notwith- 
standing all her prmixlenl tjf'ortn to keep out oj 
ftjkia unmiliiral ii-o,-, is at t Ii i st moment invaded by 
at least three separate columns of Confederate 
troops, a portion of her territory seized, and un- 
justifiably held by them, her public works distroy- 
ed, her towns sacked nnd burned, nnd her people 
barfeesed, driven from their homes, and others 
slaughtered. For these deeds, there is no justifi- 
cation or palliation; and inasmuch as this Stale 
is assaulted with a view lo its conquest, she has 
a right lo the protection of the National Govern- 
ment, and all Ihe loyal States aud people, and 
will cheerfully meet her share of the costs neces- 
sary to defend her soil, and the liberty of her cit- 
izens. This has been made necessary by no act 
of the majority of the people of Kentucky, but 
has become so by the unlawful and unjustifiable 
invasion of hers il, by the armies ui the seceded 
States, whose people we have never injured or iu 
any manner desigued to molest, and with whom 
we desired to live on terms of fraternity and pence, 
and would yet desire to so live, il permitted to do 
so on honorable conditions. 

And lastly, it cannot be that Kentuckians will 
allow sordid considerations to intervene when 
their loyalty to a Qereromeot from which they 
have received so many blessings is in dauger. — 
But were they to be unmindful of their duty, to 
honor and the memory of past blessings, ami al 
low such considerations to eouirol their action, 
there would be no need of speculation upon this 
subject. The United States and the Confederate 
States have both levied taxes for Ihe support of 
the existing war ; and the contrast between the 
taxes levied by each is great and striking. At 
the very lowest calculation a citiien of the Con- 
federate Slates must pay a war tax more than 
ten times as great as the citizen of the United 
Stales. A change, therefore, of allegiance and 
political relations would, of necessity, bring up- 
ou the people of Kentucky a far greater Weight of 
debt anil taxation thau the assumption by the State 
of this tax or its payment by the people; and 
the committee congratulates the country that in 
this instance it will he truo thai lovulty and 
economy ore harmonious. 

Mr. BURN AM— Education— An act to 
amend the charter of the Woodford female 
college : passed. 

Same — An act to amend the common 
school law : the committee were discharged 
from further consideration. 

Same — An act lo suspend the school lax

Mr. WOLFE— Federal Relations— Asked 
to be discharged from its further eonsidera 
lion of a number of petitions against the 
payment of the war tax. 

'Mr. UNDERWOOD— Military— A bill 
supplemental to an act, entitled "an act to 
raise volunteers to repel the invasion of the 
State and for other purposes: 

Be it enacted oy the General Auemblf of the 
("ommonicealth of K-nturLy, That in organizing 
and officering the forces which may be raised iu 
persuance of an act passed during the present 
session entitled. An aet to raise volunteer forces 
to repulse the invasion of tho State and for other 
purposes, no Major-Ucneral shall be elected or 
commissioned. 

2d. Said forces shall not bo organized into di- 
visions unless hereafter directed by law. 

Mr. SHANKJMN offered an amendment 
(hat it being the true interest and meaning 
of (his act, ami the act to which this is u 
supplement, that the military force raised 
and organized thereunder, shall be a part of 
the forces ol the Federal Oovernment, for the 
purpose of repelling invasion and suppress 
ing rebellion; 

On motion of Mr. HUSTON, the bill and 
amendments were re-committed to commit- 
tee on Military affaire. 

Mr. ELLIOTT asked and obtained leave 
to introduce a bill refunding the money ex- 
pended by Messrs. HUSTON, REED" and 
ELLIOTT, the committee appointed to in- 
quire into the arrest of Messrs IRYAN 
SltVEBTOOTfl and EWING. 

Mr. HUSTON — special committee — Re- 
ported a substitute for the bill, entitled, "an 
act to punish rebellion by citizens and 
residents in this State." 

The substitute was adopted. 

A MESSAOE FROM THE SENATE

I'ortun- 
mely the wheels w ere thrown on to the cross 
ties, and one of them breaking, the car 
stopped within live feet of the bridge, thus 
saving all from immediate destruction.

Tub Pay and Pension OFOUB Voi.cstkki:« 
— The following recapitulation affords use 
ful information to volunteers and their fain 
ilies: 

I. After being mustered into theservicc of 
the United States, volunteers are entitled to 
the same pay as regular troops. 

II. If disabled by wounds received in ser 
vice, or disease contracted iu service, they 
are entitled to an invalid pensjonduring life, 
or as long as the disability continues. 

III. If any are killed or die in theservice 
of the United States, leaving a widow . she 
is entitled to what pay is due her husband 
Bud a pension. If there is no widow, the 
children of such volunteer are entitled to the 
pay and pension until they are sixteen years 
of age. 

IV. If there is no widow or child under 
sixteen years of age, the other heirs ol de- 
cedent are entitled to the pay due the volun- 
teer at the time of his death — no pension.

the contrary nolwith-tunding, and are thcrelore 
tho law of the land, I do hereby i?sne thld my 
|)rorln mat Ion, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this i^litte to render obedietiee to all 
the requirements of said resolution-, and in obe- 
dience thereto, 1 have ordered Gen. Thomas L 
Crittenden to execute the purposes contemplated 
i'\ Bait) resolutions; and 1 hereby require nil citi 
BttlU) of Kentucky subject to military duty te obey 
lu« call which the said Gen. Ciitteudeu muy 
uiukc upon lueia in accordance with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions.
